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The  Name  of  Randall 

Randall  is  an  English  local  name  of  Nordic  origin,  and  is  inter¬ 
preted  “fair  valley”  from  “ran”,  which  means  “fair”  and  “dal” 
which  means  “dale”  or  “valley”.  It  is  also  interpreted  as  a  deriva¬ 
tive  of  the  surname  Randolph,  which  was  originally  Randwulf  or 
Randulf. 

Randall  is  distinctly  traceable  back  to  the  period  of  the  Norman 
Conquest  of  England  A.D.  1066,  first  appearing  in  the  celebrated 
“Doomsday  Book”  of  William  The  Conqueror,  in  which  lands  were 
assigned  individuals  bearing  this  name.  These  “tenants  in  capite” 
received  their  land  directly  from  the  Crown,  and  seemed  to  have 
been  restricted  in  number  to  those  who  either  accompanied  the 
Conqueror  from  his  native  Kingdom  of  Normandy  or  were  de- 
scendents  of  Rollo  the  Dane  and  his  followers,  who  entered  Eng¬ 
land  from  Denmark  or  Norway  A.D.  901. 

The  same  authority  quotes  the  name  Randall  spelled  in  different 
forms  from  the  year  books  or  records  of  legal  proceedings  and 
judicial  decisions,  from  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  Edward  II  to 
the  end  of  Henry  VIII,  a  period  of  about  200  years  from  1327  to 
1547. 
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Randall  Family 

Mathew  Randall  of  Bath,  England,  had  a  son,  John  Randall  of 
Bath,  England,  who  was  Mayor  of  Bath  1627.  He  had  a  son,  John 
Randall,  born  May  28,  1629,  Bath,  England. 

When  grown,  this  son,  John,  moved  to  London  and  became  a 
silk  manufacturer. 

He  married  Ladv  Elizabeth  Morton  (sometime  before  1665  at

her  home,  Clerkenwell,  St.  James  Parish,  London).  They  had  a 
son,  John,  bom  in  London,  1665. 

During  the  troublesome  reign  of  Charles  II,  owing  to  the  plague, 
the  Great  Fire  and  religious  persecution — for  he  had  become  a 
Seventh  Day  Baptist — the  elder  John  with  his  wife  and  son  followed 
his  wife's  brother,  Sir  William  Morton,  to  Rhode  Island  in  1667. 

He  settled  first  in  Newport,  where  a  son,  Stephen,  was  bom  in 
1668,  and  then  moved  to  Westerly  where  two  sons  were  bom; 
Mathew,  in  1671  and  Peter  in  1674.  The  elder  John  died  in 
Westerlv  in  1684  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  in  1685.  He  is  listed  as  a 
free  inhabitant  in  Westerly  in  1669.  In  1685,  his  widow  petitioned 
to  be  allowed  to  improve  her  deceased  husband  s  lands.

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RANDALL  HISTORICAL  NOTES 


Lieutenant  John  Randall,  III  "This  Assembly  does  establish  John  Randall  to  be 
Lieutenant  of  the  Third  Company  or  (Train  Band)  (Artillery)  in  the  Town  of 
Stonington,  and  order  that  he  be  commissioned  accordingly.”  (Acts  1735-1743.)  Ex¬ 
tract  from  Connecticut  Colonial  Records  page  20,  Randall  Family  Genealogy. 

Capt.  John  Randall  (4) 

"Att  town  meeting  Legally  warned  and  held  in  Stonington  June  26th  1780 — voted  that 
Coll.  O.  Smith,  Capt.  John  Randall  &  Paul  Wheeler  Esq.  be  a  committee  to  Reserve 
the  money  Lent  the  Town  for  the  purpose  of  Inlistment  to  give  their  Receipt  to  the 
Lenders  of  sd  money  &  Devote  the  same  to  the  purpose  above  mentioned.” 

"Att  a  Town  Meeting  Legally  Warned  and  held  in  Stonington  this  21st  day  of 
November  1780.  The  same  Day  Charles  Phelps  Esqr.  was  Chosen  Moderator  of  sd 
meeting.  The  same  day  the  Question  was  put  whether  the  town  would  accept  of  the 
Resolve  of  the  Assembly  Requesting  Clothing  for  the  Army,  Past  in  the  Affirmative. 
The  Same  Day  the  question  was  put  whether  they  would  Choose  a  Committee  to  Class 
the  Inhabitants  of  said  town  &  Proportion  their  Lists,  that  Each  Class  should  Procure 
their  men  to  fill  up  the  Continental  Army.  Past  in  the  affirmative.  The  same  day  Charles 
Phelps  Esqr,  Paul  Wheeler  Esqr,  Henry  Minor,  Nathl.  Gallup,  Peleg  Chesebrough, 
Joshua  Babcock  Capt.  John  Randall  etc.  was  chosen  a  Committee  to  Class  the  In¬ 
habitants  of  said  town  &  Proportion  their  Lists”.*

Samuel  Sidwell  Randall  was  the  first  commissioner  of  Public  Education,  State  of 
New  York,  and  also  later  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
1870.  In  1870  he  published  a  History  of  the  State  of  New  York  for  the  use  of  "Com¬ 
mon  Schools,  Academies,  Normal  Schools  and  High  Schools  and  other  Seminaries  of 
Instructions.”

FAIRBANKS  HISTORICAL  NOTES 


Jonathan  Fairbanks  settled  in  Dedham,  Mass,  in  1630,  coming  from 
Sowerly  Parish,  England.  His  original  house  built  in  1632  and  1636,  still  stands  in 
Dedham,  Mass. 


Deacon  Thomas  Fairbanks  was  in  Capt.  Josiah  Willard’s  Company  in  the 
Indian  War,  June  3  to  Nov.  10,  1725.  He  also  served  in  Captain  Ephraim  Wilder’s 
Company,  Col.  Samuel  Willard’s  Regiment,  July,  1748,  called  out  to  rescue  the 
family  of  John  Fitch,  wife  and  four  children  captured  by  Indians.  One  son,  Corporal 
Samuel  Fairbanks  was  killed  by  Indians  during  the  Expedition  to  Lake  George 
9-8-1755.  Five  of  his  other  six  sons  served  at  the  Battles  of  Lexington,  Concord, 
Siege  of  Boston.  Bunker  Hill  or  Bennington. 

Capt.  Jabez  Fairbanks  between  the  years  1721  and  1724  held  a  special  com¬ 
mission  as  Scout  under  Gov.  Dummer.  He  organized  more  than  60  parties  against 
the  Indians.  Among  those  in  his  command  were:  Edward  Hartwell,  Ephraim 
Wheeler,  Daniel  Osgood,  Isaac  Farnsworth,  Isaac  Lacain,  John  Bennett,  Joseph 
Wheelock,  Ezra  Sawyer,  Moses  Willard,  John  Earns.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
General  Court.  1714,  1721,  1722  and  1723.  In  1697,  he  was  responsible  for  saving 
the  Garrison  of  Lancaster,  Mass,  from  Indians.  Casualties  outside  the  Garrison 
totaled  21  killed,  2  wounded  and  6  captured.

In  1846,  he  experimented  with  military 
rockets  which  were  designed  for  use  by  Gen.  Winfield  Scott  in  the  War  with 
Mexico.

SWAN  HISTORICAL  NOTES 

Richard  Swan,  the  emigrant  ancestor  and  progenitor  of  the  Swan  family 
of  Connecticut  and  Rhode  Island,  appears  first  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  Ocean 
in  Boston,  Mass.,  where  he  joined  the  church  Jan.  6,  1639,  and  had  one  child, 
John,  probably  his  youngest,  baptized  the  Sunday  after  his  admission.  It  is  not 
certainly  known  when  he  came  to  New  England,  nor  in  what  ship  he  came.  His 
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wife  d.  in  England  before  he  came  to  this  country.  Upon  application  he  was  dis¬ 
missed  with  many  others  from  the  Boston  church  to  join  a  church  at  Rowley,  Mass. 
Soon  after  his  dismission  he  removed  his  family  to  Rowley,  where  he  remained 
during  life,  becoming  a  prominent  citizen  in  that  place,  representing  the  town  in 
the  Massachusetts  General  Court  in  1666,  and  many  years  after.  He  served  in  King 
Philip’s  war  and  expedition  to  Canada  He  m.  for  his  second  wife  Mrs.  Ann 
Trumbull.  She  m.  for  her  first  husband  Michael  Hopkinson,  who  was  buried  Feb. 
28,  1648;  and  for  her  second  husband,  John  Trumbull  in  June,  1650,  and  for  her 
third  husband,  Richard  Swan  March  1,  1958.  Richard  Swan  d.  May  14,  1678. 

Robert  Swan  (No.  4)  m.  Elizabeth  Acie.  At  the  time  of  their  marriage  they 
both  resided  in  Rowley,  Mass.  Soon  after  they  went  to  Andover,  Mass.,  to  live,  but 
did  not  remain  there  long,  for  as  early  as  1650  they  were  inhabitants  of  Haverhill, 
located  in  that  part  of  the  town  which  was  subsequently  set  off,  and  incorporated 
as  the  town  of  Methuen,  where  many  of  his  descendants  have  lived.  He  was  a 
soldier  at  the  great  swamp  fight,  King  Philip’s  war,  Lieut.  Benjamin  Swett’s  com¬ 
pany.  His  wife  d.  in  1689,  and  he  m.  for  his  second  wife  Hannah  Russ,  April  1, 
1990.  He  d.  Feb.  11,  1698. 

John  Swan  (No.  16)  m.  Mrs.  Susanna  Wood  Aug.  1,  1699,  daughter  of 
Philip  Eastman  and  granddaughter  of  Roger  Eastman.  She  m.  Thomas  Wood  May 
16,  1693.  Thomas  Wood  and  child,  Susanna,  were  killed  by  the  Indians  March  15, 
1697.  They  lived  in  Haverhill,  Mass.,  until  1707,  where  three  of  their  children 
were  born.  The  following  sketch  of  her  heroism  appears  in  the  history  of  Haverhill, 
Mass.:  "During  the  Indian  war,  when  so  many  of  the  inhabitants  of  Haverhill  were 
killed,  the  Indians  attacked  their  house,  which  stood  in  the  field  now  called  White  s 
lot,  nearly  opposite  to  the  house  of  Capt.  Emerson.  Mr.  Swan  and  his  wife  saw 
them  approaching,  and,  determined,  if  possible,  to  save  their  own  lives  and  the 
lives  of  their  children  from  the  knives  of  the  ruthless  butchers.  They  immediately 
placed  themselves  against  the  door,  which  was  so  narrow  that  two  could  scarcely 
enter  abreast.  The  Indians  rushed  against  it,  but  finding  that  it  could  not  be  easily 
opened,  they  commenced  their  operations  more  systematically.  One  of  them  placed 
his  back  to  the  door  so  that  he  could  make  his  whole  strength  bear  upon  it,  while 
others  pushed  against  him.  The  strength  of  the  besiegers  was  greater  than  that  of 
the  besieged,  and  Mr.  Swan,  being  rather  a  timid  man,  almost  despaired  of  saving 
himself  and  family  and  told  his  wife  that  he  thought  it  would  be  better  to  let  them 
in,  but  this  resolute  and  courageous  woman  had  no  such  idea.  The  Indians  had 
now  succeeded  in  partly  opening  the  door,  and  one  of  them  was  crowding  himself 
in,  while  the  other  was  pushing  lustily  after.  The  heroic  wife  saw  that  there  was 
no  time  for  parleying;  she  seized  her  bake  spit,  which  was  nearly  three  feet  in 
length,  and  a  deadly  weapon  in  the  hands  of  the  woman,  as  it  proved,  and  collect¬ 
ing  all  the  strength  she  possessed,  drove  it  through  the  body  of  the  foremost.  This 
was  too  warm  a  reception  for  the  besiegers;  it  was  resistance  from  a  source,  and 
with  a  weapon  they  little  expected,  and,  surely,  who  else  could  ever  think  of  spitting 
a  man?  The  two  Indians  thus  repulsed  immediately  retreated  and  did  not  molest 
them  again.  Thus,  by  the  fortitude  and  heroic  courage  of  a  wife  and  mother,  this 
family  was  probably  saved  from  a  bloody  grave.’’ 

Mr.  Swan  and  his  family  came  to  Stonington  in  the  year  1707,  locating  him¬ 
self  on  what  is  now  known  as  Swan  Town  Hill,  North  Stonington,  where  the  rest 
of  his  children  were  born.

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L’HOMMEDIEU  HISTORICAL  NOTES 

The  following  is  quoted  from  a  tablet  erected  in  the  Huguenot  Church  at 
Charleston.  S.  C.: 

Benjamin  L’Hommedieu 
France  Southold,  Long  Island 

Born  at  La  Rochelle,  France  1657.  First  record  we  have  after  leaving  France 
is  1670  in  Island  of  St.  Christopher,  West  Indies.  The  next  is  in  his  own  hand¬ 
writing  in  family  Bible  printed  in  1680  (now  with  one  of  his  descendents) :  "The 
first  tempo  I  came  to  this  country  I  lande  at  Rod  Island,  February  1,  1686.” 

We  then  learn  of  his  arrival  in  New  York  with  his  half  brother  Jean 
Bouchard,  November  1686  where  they  were  naturalized  September  27,  1687, 
Benjamin  having  obtained  letters  of  March  10,  1687.  Their  mother  was  Martha 
Peron  and  their  father  was  Pierre  L’Hommedieu  of  La  Rochelle,  France. 

The  father  died  before  1685.  The  mother  with  her  son  Pierre  arrived  in  New 
York  September  29,  1685;  they  having  been  preceded  a  few  months  earlier  by 
another  son  Hosea. 

Benjamin  settled  at  Southold,  Long  Island  and  married  Patience,  daughter  of 
Nathaniel  Sylvester,  Proprietor  of  the  Manor  of  Shelter  Island.  He  became  a  land 
owner  and  merchant  and  died  January  4,  1749. 

Ezra  L’Hommedieu,  his  grandson,  was  prominent  in  public  life  in  his  day — 
serving  in  the  Provincial  Congress  of  New  York,  the  Continental  Congress  of 
1779-81-83  and  for  24  years  in  the  Senate  of  New  York  State.

The  regiment  was  broken  up  about  May  23,  1862,  by 
operation  of  the  Conscript  Act.  Companies  A,  B,  D,  E,  G  and  H  were  re¬ 
organized  and  formed  the  22nd  Battalion  Virginia  Infantry.  Companies  C  and 
F  were  reorganized  and  became  independent  artillery  companies  which  were 
subsequently  known  as  Captain  Drewry’s  Company  Virginia  Artillery  and  as 
Captain  Allen’s  Company  Virginia  Artillery  respectively.  Companies  I  and  K 
were  disbanded  and  the  re-enlisted  men  assigned  to  other  companies,  princi¬ 
pally  to  G  and  A,  of  the  battalion.
